The Seymour Mutual Telephone Com 
pan y has decided t«j enlarge its «»x- 
change facilities in onler to better ac- 
eommodate the subscribers on the farm­ 
e r s ’ lines, who were connected with the 
exchange of the Seymour Home Tel*»- 
phone Company, but will be transferre«! 
to the new company according to an 
agreement entered into by the two com­ 
panies some 
time ago. 
In 
order 
to 
handle these new lines it will be necess­ 
ary to install a new position on the 
switch board, which xvill be known as the 
fa rm ers’ 
position” and 
also other 
equipment to the local plant 
The new 
section for the switch board has been 
ordered but will probably not be placed 
in position for about thirty «lavs, as the 
electrical plant building it will not be 
able to complete it before th at time. 
There is room, however, for a few of the 
lines on the switch board now in use 
and these will b«> connected as soon as 
possible. 
While the lines are being transferre«! 
to tli«* Mutual Company, arrangements 
have been made to improve the service 
of a number of the county lines, which 
are, as a rule, owned by the subs«'ribers. 
At Du«lleytown a new switch board is 
being installed by Dr. Wade Ernpson and 
August Goecker, and it is believed that 
the service will be greatly improved. 
The switch board will be arranged to 
accommodate teu subscribers. 
At Uniontown the Company, of which

arrangements to install a switch board 
of s i x t y capacity. 
This line has always 
accommodated a good number of sub­ 
scribers and th«1 Company hopes to be 
able to increase the number as soon as 
th«» new board is placed in position .

AT CONVENTION 


Arouses Wild Enthusiasm Among 
the Republican Hosts. 


THE TARIFF IS CHIEF SUBJECT 


Defines His Position and De­

INDIANAPOLIS, April 5, 1910.—Th® 
speech of Senator Beveridge before 
the Republican State convention to- 
day was undoubtedly one of the m ost 
Important political declarations of re­ 
cent years, and was considered by 
those xvho heard it as a clean-cut dec­ 
laration of his own and his party's 
policies in Indiana. 
It xvas given the

the Senator to proceed. 
He said; 
't he coining battle is not so much bo- 
bet ween political parties as such a s be­ 
tween the rights of the people and the 
powers of pillage.

Republicans of Indiana stand for the peo­ 
ple. 
Our appeal is not to partisans be­ 
cause of partisanship but to citizens be­ 
cause of citiz«‘iistiip.

■lander. 
Here at h is very door, in th is 
h i« own episcopal city, th ey h arbor 
alien priests. 
Moreover, th ey openly 
sympath ize with and aid h is enemies. 
! Th ey alio advocate and strive to put 
into effect th e principle enunciated by 
Bovio at th e foot of th e statue of 
Giordane Bruno, th e apostate priest, 
wh en h e said: 
‘We h ave stripped th e 
pope of h is temporal power and we 
will never rest till we strip h im of h is 
spiritual power as well.’ ” 
"Wh en Mr. Roosevelt expressed 
a 
wish to see th e pope,” th e cardinal 
continued, “it was feared th at h e did 
, not know th at th e situation was as I 
h ave described it. 
As a consequence 
h e wai advised in a friendly way and 
th e h ope was expressed th at th e audi­ 
ence would not be prevented by any 
Incident similar "to th at w'h ich made 
Impossible a meeting between h is h oli­ 
ness and Mr. Fairbanks. 
No condition 
was imposed, but th e same procedure 
was adopted wh en audiences with th e 
pope are arranged.”
